sets forth, the York minister voted 
as a citizen. 
Under the personal re- 
Vi.* tratian act, however, his right to 
vote was challenged and he has not 
ainee voted. 
Rev. Dr. Enders said that in 1K70 
he ha I received a passport in Phila­ 
delphia as a citizen of the United 
States 
and

through England, 
France, 
Sw itzer­ 
land and Germany on his bridal tour. 
As a proof of naturalization is re­ 
quired to escape registration under 
the alien enemy law, the Rev. I.)r.

(By Telegraph) 
Washington, Feb. 9— Another twenty 
four hours has passed and little more 
light is given officially on the number 
of men lost in the sinking

transport Tuscania, than was estimat­ 
ed by the United Press on Thursday 
when it was announced that the pro­ 
bable loss in Americans was 145 offi­ 
cers and men. 
The War Department has received 
no official news which would contra­ 
dict the figures formerly announced 
by it, which states! that 210 soldiers, 
other passengers, and members of the 
crew had lost their lives. 
Late newspaper reports, however, 
would seem to show that the losses 
among the British craw would be re­ 
duced. 
Owing to the faot that a full list 
of the survivors must be cabled from 
England 
to 
America 
to 
check up 
against the list of those on board, it 
will likely be early next week, before 
there can be made up a complete ros­ 
ter of the dead and missing.

quired to make expert glassblowers. 
Union men say that if a woman even 
set foot on a blower's bench in any ol 
the factories of tills region it would 
doubtless cause u general strike. 
Women und girls, however, are no! 
prevented by rules or lurk of experi­ 
ence from taking tin* jobs formerly 
field by the boys who Miup-up and 
carry-ln the bottles as they come from 
the blowers’ molds.

Housed and Taught Some Means 
of Self-Support. 


The w ar has turned Hie palace of 
the Bourbon kings of Naples into a 
borne for mutilated soldiers. 
Around 
the exquisite marble table where the 
guests of the “Hoi Sole!!’ of Naples 
dined in the garden on hot summer 
nights—the ladies in powdered head 
dress and pallier skirts, the men with 
lace at their sleeves and embroidered 
coats—today are gathered the pitiable 
fragments of humanity that war has 
left in its wake. 
There are neither 
candles nor massive silver, 
neither 
sweetmeats nor rare wines. 
The Ital­ 
ian government allows To cents per 
day for their lodging and mainten­ 
ance. aud food is high in Naples. 
The ma ride table on warm days In 
the gardens is the recreation center of 
the mutilated. In their worn and faded 
uniforms. 
Before each is an oblong 
cardboard 
placard, 
some 
of* whose 
spaces are numbered. One of the men 
(lie must lie one of those who have 
lost a leg. for the one-armed cannot 
do the trick) shakes a hasket-bottle 
and turns out a numbered counter. 
In the sing-song Neapolitan dialect, he 
cries tile number. 
The one whoso 
placard beurs it. 
covers 
the 
space 
with a hit of glass. 
Whoever covers 
ail his spaces first wins a e* ut from 
each of the others. 
Those who have no hands at 
all 
have grown wondrously skillful at fli[*- 
ping 
their hits of 
glass 
onto 
the 
placard by means of a bent pin stuck 
in tile empty sleeve. 
This Is recreation.

cham bers of tin* royal palace have 
been turned into schoolrooms, in the 
month that the hospital has been run­ 
ning.
